The 80’s dawnned bg tthe Sanaash ng 
victory of Mrs. Gandhi, who after two years of politi al humiliation 
returned to power, like phonenix rises from ashes. By giving her huge 
mandate People expected much they thought Mrs. Gandhi would un. 
derstand her past mistake and adopt sound political approaches, Unfor- 
tunately she treaded through the same path. Her son after his assump- 
tion of Prime Ministers office also followed the political line of Mrs, 


Gandhi. 


The policies of Mrs. Gandhi and Mr. Gandhi were mainly respon- 
sible for the unfolding of a bloody, gun oriented decade of 80’s. One can 
see the speedy alienation of Sikhs from the political mainstream after 
the operation Blue Star. The Delhi massacre in November 1984 also 
contributed much in the further alienation. Not.a single action was 
taken against cruel killers. Rajiv who came to power after the unfor- 
tunate murder of his mother lacked political and administrative skill. 
‘He merely followed his mother’s policy of political offensivism.

jids which were illegally declared as monuments. The 80’s witnessed 
hundreds of communals riots. In the riots happened in Moradabad, 
Meerut, Bhagalpur, even law enforcing agencies like P.A.C. (Provincial 
Armed Constabulary) B.M.P. (The Bihar Military Police) and CRPF 
collaborated with the indecent, cruel fanatics and killed hundreds of 
Muslims. Muslims are yet to free from the shock of brutual killings of 
Bhagalpur, Chanderi etc. 


The unprecedented growth of Hindu aggrassivism was one of the 
disturbing developments in the) 80’s. Vishwa Hindu Parishad, R.S.S. 
Shivsena, Bajrangdal, Jansangh (Balraj Madhok’s) and other 
numerous local communal organisations played dangerous role and 
brought shame to the secular heritage of India. They gave communal 
colour to every single incident. In the later half of 80's. Hindu aggres- 
sive organisations exploited the Babari Masjid issue and nurtured 
Hindu chauvinism. This led to lot of communal wars in which 
thousands of Muslims were killed. Property worth of croers loote. They 
were openly supported by law enforcing agencies like B.M.P, CRPF, 
P.A.C. etc. Hindu aggrassivism will bring nothing but doom to the na- 
tion. The communalists who are enjoying their temporary victory 
should aware that in future the ghost of their sin would haunt them. 
They should learn lessons from the foolish and cruel actions of the 
Sinhalees aggressors (their Sri - Lankan counter part). Hindu fanatics 
should open their eyes an d see the internal and external ground 
realities. National unity through the crushing of the religious and lin- 
guistic minorities will shake even ve basic foundation of our Nation. 
We should let all religious denominations and cultures to flourish, that 
is the only way to achieve national unity. The new Govt. is duty bound 
to take action against those involved in communal wars. 


Not only the Con (i) Govt and Communalists played the bad role 
but also judiciary and the press. In the controversial Shahbanu case 
judgement the judge made unwarranted comments on Personal law of 
Muslims, gave wrong interpretation to Holy Qur'an and recommended 
for uniform civil code. That was a clear assault on the religious freedom 
guaranteed by the constitution. Muslims had to wage a long campaign 
‘to get this pronouncement revoked.

The 80’s further gave us the corrupt legacy of Bofors, even the in- 
tegrity of the PM of this greatest democracy was questioned. It was 
charged that’ the then PM Mr. Gandhi was directly involved in 64 
crores Bofors kick back, the amount was allegedly paid by A.B. 
BOFORS, the Swidish arms a company to some Indians including top 
politicians to win crores of arms contact. 


The revelations by Mr. N. Ram and Mrs. Chithra Subramanyam 
of the Hindu, comments made by the Comptroller and Auditor General 
and Gen. Sunderji coubled peoples suspecision on the integrity of Rajiv 
during the election period the. ghost of Bofors haunted Rajiv and con- 
gress. Now the CBI has filed F.I.R. against some persons. Let us wait 
and see what will happen in the future. 
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of 13 Sri-Lankan soldiers by the LTTE in Jaffana changed the entire 
line of Indo-Sri Lankan relationship. There had been accusations and 
counter accusations by both parties. But the speedily drafted Indo Sri 
Lankan accord once again turned the relations to positive line in Oc- 
tober 1987 war broke out between IPKF and LTTE _ because of this 
war at least 1200 Indian solders killed, many more wounded. The 
Tigers and the civilians also suffered much. The honey moon between 
India and Sri Lanka ended soon. Ranga Singa Premadasa, the known 
enemy of Indo-Sri Lanka accord who came to power after Jay 
Wardhane’s term declared July 31 1989 as the deadline for IPKF 
withdrawal. An air of confrontation created, but the intensive 
diplomatic actions defused the tension and the Indian Govt agreed to 
complete the IPKF full out by the 31st Dec 1989, which proved impos- 
sible and a new date of March 31st 1990, has been declared. Now both 
Govt are in the process of drafting a new Indo-Sri Lankan friendship 
treaty based on, Indo-Soviet friendship treaty. It is the duty of the Big 
Brother India to help this tiny neighbour Sri—Lanka. 


After the expiry of the Trade and Transit treaty there was dead- 
lock between India and Nepal. This landlocked tiny neighbour was vir- 
tually blockaded by the Rajiv Govt., out of 16 points that existed before 
the expiry of agreement only two are opens till now. The philosophy of 
SAARC etc was forgotten by Rajiv and his officials. Nepals Foreign 
Minister Shalien Dra Kumar Upadhya visited New Delhi, early this 
month (January) and held discussion with V. P Singh and Mr. I.K. 
Gujral. This brought some positive changes in Indo—Nepal relation, 
New Delhi agreed to accommodate Nepal and have separate agree- 
ments for trade and transit. Nepal assured that it would not demand 
the revision of the 1950 treaty which would continue to be the bed rock 
of bilateral relations. 


The two-third majority in the Parliament and the Anti-defection” 
law made a Rajiv arrogant. His party allowed parliament to degenarate 
in to a society of abuse and the ruling group became increasingly iso- 
lated from the people behind an iron curtain of security. Rajiv passed 
lot of oppressive and despotic laws.. The National Security Act per- 
mitted detention of suspects without trial for one year. In 1985.the ter- 
_Torist and Disruptive activities (Prevention) Act passed, the Cong (i) 
_ €ven tried to assault the privacy of people by passing of Indian Post Of-

tive be ake tae movement in India. Jamaa-te-Islami played yj. 
tal role in the 80’s. Through thousands of books, public programmes, 
personal meetings etc. is introduced the true face of Islam to the people 
of India. It expressed concern over the alarming criminalisation of 
politics and rise of communalism lot of programmes were conducted by 
the Islamic movement to neutralise these tendencies.

It also lend helping hand to the vie- 
tims of communalism irrespective of caste and creed which deserves 
admiration from one and all. Even in this decade of ideological 
bankruptcy which made people disperate. Jamaat-th-e-Islami Hind 
kindled a ray of hope by presenting a lively pragmatic ideology as a 
Panacea to all the problem. 


Students Islamic Organisation of India (SIO) the students and 
youth wing of Jamaat-e-Islami Hind was founded in 1982. During the 
last 8 years it achieved tremendous progress. Now it has branches in 
17 states, thousands of Members and Associates. It is publishing 
Magazines in 5 languages and introducing Islam. The first All India 
conference of SIO held at Bangalore in the last week of December 1986.

liament and Assemblies. Mr. Syed Shahabuddin the Editor of Muslim 
India convened the Muslim Political Convention to discuss the 
problems of Muslims. Later he founded The Insaf Party which fought 
in the just concluded election. These two attempts on the part of Mus- 
lims were intended to express their political aspiration. 


People of this country suffered much in the 80’s, deprivation of 
freedom, communal wars, strangulation of minority rights. Industrial 
holocaust, huge rise of Price, terrorist activities, police atrocities etc. At 
last 90’s dawnned with a new hope. People gave chance to a new ad- 
ministration to shape their destiny. New Govt. under Mr. V.P. Singh 
started some good policies, at the same time the Govt should under- 
stand that mere words and expression of passion will not bring spec- 
tacular changes, only determined action based on sound policies will 
change the destiny of the Nation, only Allah knows what will happen 
in the future.

The Afghan Jihad: 
Future and Way 


C.P.A. LATHEEF 
Afghanistan is having unique Geo-Political dimension. This land 
locked country with an area of 6,55,000 square kilometers sharing bor- 
der with Pakistan, Iran, China, U.S.S.R and India is of strategic impor- 
tance. From the very beginning of the Communist Revaluation Af- 
ghanistan had been a thirst and attraction for Russia. The Russians 
dreamt their entry into Hot Arabian Sea Via Afghanistan and Pakis- 
tan. The Russian intervention in the Islamic Afghanistan in 1979 was 
nothing but the culmination of deep rooted Russian expansionist 
greed. 


The Russian tactics are well known. - Before intervening in a 
country they create favourable political and ground conditions-pouring 
financial and technical help, distribution of Soviet and Marxist litera- 
ture, setting up of direct and indirect communist groups, infiltration 
into the rank and file of military and administrative setup etc. All these 
happened in the case of Afghanistan. 


In 1921 Afghan-Soviet friendship Treaty was signed. Again in 

1954 Afghan-Soviet Co-operation Agreement was signed. By these 

treaties and various kinds of protocol Soviet Union tightened its hold 

on Afghanistan and deeply influenced its fiscal policies, internal and 

external relations. They encouraged communist groups like PDA 

(Peoples Democratic Alliance). PDA stooges infiltrated into Afghan 

" military and civil services, This helped them very much in over throw- 
ing Dawood’s regime on 27th April 1978, 


Finally the notorious Treaty of Friendship Co-operation and Good 
Neighbourliness of December 1978 was “signed between Democratic 
Republic of Afghanistan and Soviet Union. This gave Soviet Union 

_ sham legal cover to interfere in Afghanistan with "full co-operation and 
good neighbourhood feelings" in 1979 and it changed the entire destiny 
of Afghanistan. ‘The Soviet intervention led to the genocide of one mil- 
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lion people; five million lost their homes thousands of villages were 
razed to the ground. 


But the Soviet plans were shattered. They hoped for an easy walk 
over like Hungary, Chekoslovakia and Poland. History witnessed an 
entirely different picture. The Afghan people who droveout British 
Sikh imperialists in 1839, again demonstrated their courage by forcing 
out the Russians. Russians had been superior in every respect; Mig-25 
Aircrafts. T-72-Tanks, sophisticated guns, good communication system, 
besides one lakh soldiers, 


But Soviet Union suffered heavy loss, It lost hundreds of Mig’s, 
T-72’s, Helicopters and atleast 30 thousand Russian soldiers were 
killed. Really Afghanistan was a bleeding wound. 


After the socalled Saur Revolution Moscow played one of the most 
corrupted political games. They changed Afghan rulers like their 
deputies in communist parties. Tharakki, Hafeezullah Ameen, Babrak 
Karmal and finally Comrade Najibullah. No body knows what happend 
to the unfortunate predecessors of Najib and what will be the fate of 
Najib, Afghan people defended Islam and their home land by their 
supreme sacrifice, They gave blood and tears and finally glorified the 
pages of history by throwing Russian forces out of their land. 


A clear analysis unfolds the various stages in Afghan Jihad. In the 
first phase Afghan people freed themselves from the sudden shock of 
_communist, Imperialist intervention and started small scale resistance. 
In the second stage they waged full scale war against Russian im- 
Perialists and their Afghan Quislings. This culminated in the victory of 
Mujahedeens. The occupation force was pushed out. Afghan Jihad has 
now entered in to it’s final stage. There is no ambiguity in the aim of 
over throwing comrade Najib’s athiest Govt. and reconstruction of ae 
ghan social setup according to Islamic principles. It is the duty o

The 
Zionist lobbies nave been very active in America for years and they 
have started exhorting pressure up on US authorities to stall the vic- 
tory of Mujahedeens, the shrewed American ruling elites know that an 
Islamic Govt. in Kabul would adopt the policy of non-aligiance support 
the struggle of Palestinians and it would never be a satellite of 
America. Here I should answer an important question why did 
America support Mujahedeens in their struggle against Russian forces. 
The Americans acted according to their long-term policy of the contain- 
ment of communism, with Russian pull out America achieved its main 
goal.

The Fall of Noriega 


TARIQ 


In the last week of Dec 89 the international community witnessed 
the fall of two dictators; the first was from Romania where the com- 
munist despot Nicolae Ceausescu was overthrown by the people 
through a bloody revolution, and the second was in Panama which was 
entirely in a different spectrum. A foreign power the US with its 
military might stormed into the country, smashed the Government of 
Panamanian strong man Gen. Manual Noriega and staged a ‘coup’ by 
installing its puppet Guillemo Endara as a president. 


The operation for just cause for four days before Christmas was 
launched with 32,000 American troops, tanks and huge aircover. It 
claimed the lives of over 500 panamanians, 23 American military per- 
sonnel and thousands have been injured on both sides. 


The past of Noriega was not good. For years he had been an in- 
former and agent of CIA. His association with CIA started from 1950 as 
a student informer at the military Academy. Noriega had very close 
relationship with Mr. Bush when he was the CIA Chief, besides he had 
contact with former CIA, Director William J. Casey and Col. Oliver 
North the Iran contra affair fame. These contacts show how Noriega 
was used for USA’s clandestine activities. Now the very same Noriega 
is toppled and no dictator once patronised by the USA has been so 
publicity humiliated. Previously warm treatment was given by 
Americans to Shah of Iran, Ferdinand Marcos. 


The toppling of Noriega, his subsequent arrest and presenting 
before an American Municipal Court raises so many questions on the 
concept of diplomatic, sovereign immunity. This‘also forces us to think 
about the future of weaker countries which refuse to abide dictation of 


super power. The sincerity and the loucs-standI of the USA can also be 
questioned.
